Texas rancher, and established the 
fact of his execution after he was 
seized by Mexican federals. 
The rangers were not opposed, ac*1 
com pushed their search without the 
slightest 
violence, 
taking the 
body 
from a grave in Hidalgo cemetery al­ 
most within sight of the Texas border. 
The seizure was divested of possibly 
grave aspects in international compli­ 
cations by reason of the fact that the 
rangers virtually were making use. of 
permission granted officially by Mexi­ 
can federal authorities several days 
ago for recovery of the body. 
This permission had been given to 
United States Consul Alonzo Garrett 
at Nuevo Laredo, but he did not get 
the body because of what he reported 
as dangers attending search for it in 
the immediate vicinity of Hidalgo. 
Vergara was shot tw ice through the 
head and once through the neck, his 
skull was crushed as by a blow from 
a rifle butt and the charred fingers 
of the left hand indicated that he had 
been 
tortured 
before 
being put 
to 
death. 
Identification was made by Verga­ 
ra's son and by numerous friends in 
the party of nine, led by the state 
border patrol which made the grim 
journey to the Hidalgo cemetery. The 
body was not decomposed, despite its 
three weeks’ burial.

Control of child Jailor and the labor of 


women in factories where tile prod­ 
ucts of such factories enter interstate 


commerce is one of the definite re­ 
forms of the future. 
W e cannot say 


when legislation w ill pass giving na­ 
tional control to woman and child la­ 


bor. but it is coming. 
A ll the time it is becoming more pop­ 
ular. E ve ry investigation which shows 


the neglect of states regarding child 
labor and which shows where women 
are compelled to work for many hours 
gives the movement for national con­ 
trol added Impetus. 
Coupled with this 
legislation is likely to be a provision 
fixing a minimum wage which con>ora­ 
tions shall pay women and children | 
employed in factories whose products 
go into interstate commerce. 
M any 
strong 
constitutional 
argu­ 
ments have been made against using 
the interstate commerce clause of the 
constitution 
to 
interfere 
with 
the 
rights and duties of states, but gradu­ 
ally It has been ahu wa that the inter­ 
state commerce regulation can be made 
to cover almost anything which re­ 
formers think necessary to Improve 
the conditions of the people. 


Beveridge a Pioneer. 


Form er Senator Beveridge of Indi­ 
ana was a pioneer in the effort to se 
cure legislation for the control of child 
and female labor. 
H e made strong ar­ 
guments in favor of the legislation 
and brought forth several constitution­ 
al heavyweights in opposition. 
There 
never was a vote taken on his bill or 
any sim ilar bill, but the prospects are 
that when a vote is reached on some 
one of the bills pending a majority 
w ill support it in both houses. 
Sena­ 
tors Borah of Idaho and Kenyon of 
Iow a are the most active workers In 
this movement, and they get results. 


Pure Fabric Bills. 


Congressman Lindquist of Michigan 
was elected largely upon the Issue of 
obtaining 
legislation 
requiring pure 
fabrics in cloths and leather goods. 
Ile has introduced a bill to that effect, 
and so have others, among them V ic­ 
tor Murdock, the Progressive lender. 
Mr. Lindquist finds it much easier to 
promise than to get congress to per­ 
form. 
Fo r many years General Gros­ 
venor of Ohio tried to pass a sim ilar 
bill, but never made any headway. 
This bill is another that proposes to 
make fabrics pure by provisions slm 
liar to the pure food law*. 
Of course 
it can apply only to goods shipped 
over interstate commerce lines. 


More Game Preserves. 
Congressman 
K en t 
of 
California 
would encourage more game preserves 
in this country by having all state pre­ 
serves placed under the protection of 
the national government. 
H e is seek­ 
ing legislation to that effect and l>e- 
lieves that if it should pass several 
states 
now 
having game 
preserves 
w ill turn them over to the general gov­ 
ernment. 


A Taxing Hardship. 


Congressman Morgan of Oklahoma 
has brought prominently before con­ 
gress a taxing hardship which several 
states in the former Indian country 
have to undergo. 
Ile provides in a bill 
for the payment to Oklahoma of $20,- 
000,000 
in 
compensation 
for 
taxes 
w hich the state cannot collect upon un­ 
taxed Indian lands. 
There are thou­ 
sands of acres of rich and profitable 
lands in former Indian reservations, 
taken by the Indians under the allot 
ment act and which cannot lie taxed by 
the municipalities or the states. 
H o w ­ 
ever, It Is not likely that the govern­ 
ment w ill attempt to compensate the 
states for such losses. 


Vigorous Labor Advocato. 
Congressman 
Lew is 
of 
Maryland, 
chairm an of the committee on labor, 
is no less a vigorous advocate of the 
workingm an’s Interest than Congress­ 
man (nowr Secretary) 
Wilson, whom 
he succeeds. 
Bu t Lewis is a rather 
versatile genius. 
He knows a lot about 
postal matters, particularly the parcel 
post. 
H e had considerable to do with 
the present law and has several amend­ 
ments to the law which he says are 
necessary to improve it. 
Among them 
are provisions which will make the 
rate on short hauls conform more close­ 
ly to the actual cost of transportation. 


The Moral Issue. 


It may lie rather surprising to a 
great many people to know how many 
men are affected by the moral Issue. 
Bu t the moral side of any question is 
gaining ground and votes every day. 
If the facts were known concerning 
recent discussions and votes in execu­ 
tive session of the senate it would be 
found that a great many men decide 
how they wdll vote upon the confirma­ 
tion of a man simply upon the moral 
Issue raised. 
A lot of men w ill not 
vote for any man whose moral char 
acter does not stand the test.
